HISTORY OF THE SCOTS, 
Their Origin ; Character, Government, Religion, 

Language, Learning, Commerce, and Manu- 

factures. : 

The Scots appear to have descended 
from the Britons of the South, or from 
the Caledonians, both of Celtic origin, 
who, heing pressed forward by colonies 
from Gaul, till they came to the western 
shores of Britain, there took shipping and 
passed over to. Ireland, about a century 
before the Christian era. In their new 
habitation, they obtained the name of 
scuyts or wanderers ; from which the 
modern term is supposed to have been de- 
rived, About A. D. 320, they returned 
to Britain, or at least a large colony of 
them, under the conduct of Fergus, and 
settled on the western coasts of Caledonia, 
whence they had formerly emigrated ; 
and, in a few years, we find them associa- 
ted with the Picts in their expedition 
against the Roman province of South 
Britain. These tribes, and the Caledo- 
bians afterwards, turned their arms against 
each other, and maintained an almost 
continued warfare, till Kenneth II. king

ern ports; and they import hemp and 
flax from Russia, Poland, &c. and deals 
from Norway. 

Its manufactures are linens, plaids or 
tartans, muslins, thread, sail cloth, car- 
pets, &c. At Aberdeen, there is a magu- 
facture of linen, and another of fine worst- 
ed stockings ; at Glasgow, one of plaids 
and muslins, and one for sugar baking : 
Clackmanuenshire is remarkable for its 
manufacture of sail cloth 5 F’ifeshire car- 
ries on an extensive thread and linen ma- 
nufacture.
